NEW YORK, April 4, — It 
might, perhaps, have been 
imagined that the dominant influ- 
ence in today’s financial markets 
would have been Lloyd George's 
speech of the night before on the 
Genoa conference, Buropean re- 
construction and the restoration 
of exchange.

INDUSTRY THREATENED 

The Glebe Cotton Mills yester- 
Gay protested the reported activity 
of the farm bloc in the United 
States Genate against a drive on 
foreign vegetable oils and oil 
seeds, insisting that the Finance 
Committee impose a heavy duty 
on cottonseed, soya beans and 
copra. Such action would result, 
it is claimed, in heavy duties on 
such imports, a considerable por- 
tion of which come from over the 
Mexican border. 

Telegrams were sent to Senators 
Shortridge, Johnson, Smoot and 
McCumber pointing out the injus- 
tice of the proposed action of the 
committee, which would bring the 
Pacific Coast industry into com- 
petition with imported ollcake 
meal, against which no action 
contemplated.

Bake 1 hour, putting a little but- 
ter on top at the end of the bak- 

Serve hot. 

Ham Croquettes: One cup of 
cooked, chopped ham, 8 cups 
mashed potatoes, % cup rich milk, 
piece of butter size of an eggs 
melted, 1 teaspoon salt and a dash 
of pepper. Beat all well together, 
roll into balls with the hands, 
dip each ball first into raw egg, 
then into fine bread crumbs, re- 
peating this dipping,yprocess a sec- 
ond time, then put in a frying 
basket and lower into deep, hot 
fat. When a delicate brown they 


are done. 

Veal loaf: Mix together 3 pounds 
of raw veal chopped fine, 1-4 
pound uncooked pork chopped fine, 
4 crackers crushed, 2 eggs well 
beaten, butter size of an ese 
melted, 1 teaspoon each of salt 
and sage, and a dash of pepper. 


tablespoon of flour mixed to a paste 
with a little cold water: add a 
small piece of butter and a pinch 
of salt.

Roast Beef, Yorkshire Pudding: 
Roast your beef in the ordinary 
way. but just before it is done 
pour a little of the drippings from 
the meat pan into another pan 
end then add to this other pan 
also the following: Beat 3 eggs 
light, add to them 1 teaspoon salt 
and 1 pint of sweet milk, then 
pour # little of this mixture onto 
2-3 of a cup of bread flour: mix 
until smooth and add the remain- 
der of the milk-egg mixture. Bake 
this “pudding’’ 30 minutes in a 
moderate oven and serve with th 
meat. 

Salt pork stew: Fry 4 or 5& 
slices of salt pork. partly lean. till 
they are well done. Then put them 
in a@ saucepan with about a quart 
of boiling water. Let boil a few 
minutes, then add 3 onions sliced 
and continue to boil. When near- 
ly done put in enough pared, sliced 
potatoes to serve the family. When 
these are done, add a little hot 
milk and serve on slice of toast.

BONDS TIE 


Mistakes Delay Sale of 
Issue to Start New Central 
Library 


An engraver'’s error will delay 
beginning of construction work on 
the new Central Public Library 
on Normal Hill, for ten days. 
Twenty-six of the bonds which the 
Board of Library Directors sold 
to obtain $500,000 for financing 
the firet of the work on the 
$1,600,000 structure have been 
found to contain a mistake in 
dates of maturity. 

The $500,000 in bonds, the first 
block of the issue authorized by 
the voters last June, were sold to 
Drake, Riley and Thomas,.a }lo- 
cal investment house, at par and 
“a premium of $6400. The bonds 
bear 43-4 per cent interest. The 
City Council awarded the contract 
for the engraving the bonds to 
the Security Bank Note Company 
of Philadelphia, which was the 
lowest bidder. 
The bonds arrived at the City 
Hall and City Clerk Dominguez 
signed them, but before passing 
them on to Mayor Cryer and City 


Treasurer Powell to sign. Mr. 
Dominguez checked over each 
bond and coupon carefully and 


found that twenty-six of them had 
incorrect maturity dates. The 
Philadelphia company will be 
notified hy telegraph, and will rush 
twenty-six correct bonds. Mean- 
time, tke library directors, who 
have already been delayed months, 
must wait an additional ten days 
or so before the bonds can be de- 
livered end the moneyr received. 
“If these bonds had been en- 
graved in Los Angeles,’ said City

wars. The President should have 
the whole-hearted support in his 
_noble frogram for world peace 
based on understanding, instead 
of being harrassed by selfish, seif- 
seeking politicians and others 
who give little or no heed to the 
fervent hope which is uppermost 
in the hearts of the manhood and 
womanhood of America.

Senator Hiram Johnson, who

“Yet 
in the face of this tangible evi- 
dence of evil there are men today 
who teach that there is no sin. 
“Sin is selfishness in action. It 
mothers all the greed and hate 
and lust and envy that keep the 
world enslaved, Yet sin is not in 
environment, not in ignorace, not 
in the physical life—it is in the 
heart of man. We are 
tempted to blame our faults on 
something or some force exterior 
to ourselves. I am reminded of 
the old New England farmer who 
lay dying and who said to his at- 
tendant, ‘I know I've been a sinner: 
I've cheated and lied and drank 
and gambled all my life, but I 
don’t believe God is going to be 
too hard on a man of my tem- 
perament.’ 

“However, temperament will 
not cover a multitude of sins, It 
takes charity to do that,” said the 
bishop. “Only the new birth, 
spiritual birth and fellowship with 
Jesus Christ can bring peace to 
the. sinblackened life. Religious 
ceremonies and pious  protesta- 
tions avail nothing. Salvation from 
sin comes not from the ritualism 
of the hand but from the idealism 
in the heart. Good deeds gre not 
sufficient unto salvation, although 
z004 works are sure to follow 
faith. In the very nature of things 
faith is essential to salvation. No 
man will follow Christ verv long 
or very far who is not convinced 
that this man Jesua is the supreme 
leader of those who seek for the 
spirit’s truth.
